CONSULS WITH

American Vessel Will 


Take Them Home; 
Bring Ours Here 


[By the Associated Press] 


Washington, June 27—The United 


States and the Axis powers will ex- 
change more than 500 unwanted 
consular officers, employes of official 
and 
other 
agencies, and 
their 


families with a round trip by an 
American vessel to sail from New 
York for Lisbon before July 15. 


State department officials were 


working out final details today for 
the unusual two-way exodus, neces- 
sitated by the strained relations be- 
Tween the United States and Ger^ 
many and Italy. 


More than 300 German and Italian 


consular officials or employes and 
their families have been ordered by 
President Roosevelt to leave this 
country because of improper activi- 
ties. July 10 was set as the depar- 
ture date for the Germans and July 
15 for the "Italians. 


Inasmuch as transportation home 


for them must be arranged, the 
State department plans to charter 
an American vessel on which all 
may be given passage, obviating the 
difficulties of making separate ar- 
rangements for small groups at dif- 
ferent times. 


On the return voyage from Lisbon 


the vessel will transport 87 consular 
officials, and an undetermined num- 
ber of consular employes and theit 
families who are to leave Germany, 
Italy and Axis conquered or dom- 
inated countries in Europe by order 
of Beichsfuehrer Hitler and II Duce 
Mussolini. 


The German 
government has 


"honorary" consuls representing it 
in some cities here, some of whom 
may be American citizens, or the 
citizens or subjects of other coun- 
tries. Their stations include Pitts- 
burgh. 
Italy has an "honorary" vice-con- 


sul at Philadelphia and its consular 
agents included those in Johnstown, 
and Scranton, Pa. 


The World Today 


[By the Associated Press] 


Adolf Hitler again today put off 


telling hi detail how his Russian 
campaign was going but the Rus- 
sians declared that their planes, 
used as anti-tank artillery, had in- 
flicted heavy losses on Panzer col- 
umns shoved into Western Russia. 


German troops, proclaimed the 


high command from its field head- 
quarters, have been victorious on all 
fronts and have made important 
gains "which will be made known 
shortly." 


The 
Moscow communique said 


Red airmen, opposing German Pan- 
zer columns in'the precise manner 
that the Luftwaffe was used in the 
low countries and France as aerial 
artillery, had blasted mechanized 
invaders aimed at-Vilna, Lithuania, 
and Brody and Baranowiecze, in 
Russian-occupied Poland. 


Indications were that the Ger- 


mans, on the sixth day—of—their 
drive, had not yet penetrated the 
secondary outer defenses of the So- 
viet Union to reach the primary 
fortifications along the old frontier. 


The Russians still were fighting 


on soil which they had occupied as 
a buffer against just such a Ger- 
man offensive.

Amputate Right Leg 


Three days elapsed before medi- 


cal care reached the Colonel. Army 
surgeons advised the immediate am- 
putation of both legs. Colonel Mc- 
Farland protested. Eventually he 
consented to the amputation of his 
right leg but steadfastly refused to 
lose his left leg. His stout-hearted 
determination carried him through 
and confirmed his belief that his 
left leg could be saved. After many 
months of tedious and painful nurs- 
ing Colonel McFarland regained 
partial use of his left leg. 


The story of Colonel McFarland's 


life is an interesting one. It is re- 
plete with courage and persever- 
ance. It is a story of a Christian 
gentleman with strong convictions. 


From his son Dr. J. Horace Mc- 


Farland, of Harrisburg, from two 
diaries that Colonel McFarland kept 
during the years 1862 and 1863, 
made available to "The Gettysburg 
Times by Dr. McFarland, and from 
historical records have been gather- 
ed interesting highlights in the life 
of a man of culture, high patriotism 
and Christian qualities. 


Colonel McFarland 
was born 


April 28, 1834 in West Hanover 
Township. Dauphin county, Penn- 
sylvania. He died in Tallapoosa, 
Georgia, December 18, 1891. 


Worked on Canal Boat 


He spent his early boyhood in 


Harrisburg and at an early age 
started to work. His ambition was to 
become a school teacher. His early 
education was meagre but he spent 
most of his leisure time reading 
He attended a country Academy 
for a while and then secured a job 
"chauffering" mules on a canal boat 
It was naturally supposed that a 
young man working on a canal boa 
could swim, but Colonel McFarland 
had not acquired that art. One day 
the "Skipper" of the canal boat 
learning that his young helper could 
not swim, deliberately pushed him 
into the muddy water near Clark'. 
Ferry. 
Young McFarland gamel; 


and courageously splashed about ir 
the water and finally swam. He had 
won his first "spurs.

ies Colonel McFarland eventually 
secured a position as Principal in an

ernment. 


This scrap was a prelude to a Re- 


publican victory in the guberna- 
torial election after lour years of 
"little New Deal" rule on Capitol 
Hill. 


Peace for a Short Time 


After a comparatively peaceful 


period between the two factions, 
Guffey indicated this week the rift 
was unhealed by urging John M. 
Huston, register of wills in Pitts- 
burgh, to run for mayor against 
Lawrence's ^candidate, Mayor Cor- 
nelius D. Scully. 


Lawrence, viewing this action as 


an attempt by Guffey to build up a 
personal machine, declared: 


"I'll never be able to trust Guffey 


again." 


Lawrence also charged the senator 


sought to "double-cross" him. re- 
cently in the matter of slating can- 
didates for the supreme and superior 
courts,

There were skirmishes and picket 
duty. The winter was severe. Ra- 
tions were poor and often insuffi- 
cient. Colonel McFarland refused to 
forage on the land and Insisted on 
paying for all food served his com- 
mand. 


Just prior to the Battle of Chan- 


cellorsville the 151st was commend- 
ed by Major General Reynolds for 
a forced march of 46 hours which 
compelled Stonewall Jackson 'to 
move his Corps and Train across the 
Rappahannock. Rain fell during 36 
of the 46-hour march and the unit 
accomplished its objective under 
severe and difficult circumstances. 


The march toward Gettysburg be- 


gan on June 12th, 1863. Under Gen- 
eral Reynolds the Division marched 
105 miles in three days and placed 
itself between Lee's advancing Con- 
federates and the city of Washing- 
ton.

During all this time Colonel Mc- 


Farland kept up his diary. While 
there were many days when he fail- 
ed to make an entry, enough occur- 
red to reveal the position of his 
command from time to time.

Shells Begin To Fly 


Wednesday, July 1, 1863, there 


is found this entry: 


"Moving from 
our night's 


camp near George Spangler's 
farm. We marched to Gettys- 
burg. While on the way at 10 
a. m. firing commenced on our 
front and when west of town a 
mile we formed lines and the 
shells began to fly." 
There are no other entries until 
ugust 1, 1863. 
At Gettysburg the 151st Pennsyl- 
ania under McFarland's command, 
held the left of the First Brigade 
ine. As it moved into position a 
heavy 
bombardment greeted 
it.

pread throughout the ranks. With- 
ut delay it was ordered forward by 
General Rowley, the men unsling- 
ing knapsacks as they advanced to 
he top of the ridge west of the 
Lutheran Theological seminary. Fir- 
ng ceased for nearly an hour, the 
Confederates having^been tempor- 
arily repulsed. At"noon it was" ex- 
xjsed to a flanking fire and ordered 
o support Cooper's Battery. It was 
subjected to a severe fire but held 
ts position for almost three hours. 


In the middle of the afternoon 


the 151st was directed to take a 
position behind a fence along the 
south end of Seminary Grove, fac- 
ng north. Later it moved to hastily 
built breastworks in the rear of the 
Seminary.

Shell Shatters Legs 


The heavy cross fire was punish- 


ing. A shell tore through McFar- 
land's legs. Minus their leader anc 
against superior numbers the 151s 
retreated through the town. Colone 
McFarland was taken prisoner and 
eventually removed to the Semi- 
nary, then converted into a tern 
porary hospital. He was a wounded 
prisoner of war. 


That night Colonel McFarland 


wrote, to his wife, telling her of his 
injuries and capture. Captain Owens 
assumed command of the 151st and 
the unit served gallantly during the 
remainder of the Battle of Gettys- 
burg. 


The heroism of this regiment at 


Gettysburg, one historian wrote. 
"is unsurpassed. It went into the 
fight with 21 officers and 466 men. 
Of these two officers and 66 men 
were killed; 12 officers and 187 men 
were wounded and 100 were missing, 
an aggregate loss of 367; 


Landed By Doubleday 


General Doubleday. who com-

"At Gettysburg they won, nn-

"I Do Not Intend To Die" 


Little hope was entertained for 


his life, but Colonel McFarland told 
his wife "I am sound of mind and 
of stomach and I do not intend to 
die." 


Mrs. McFarland lived with the 


Chritzman family while in Gettys- 
burg. She cared for her two chil- 
dren, the youngest of whom was 
only a year old^-nursed her husband 
and many others in the crude hosr 
pital established in the Seminary. 
Nicholas Kizer was Colonel ^ Mc- 
Farland's orderly. 


On August 1, 1863, -Colonel Mc- 


Farland made his first diary entry 
since July, when he wrote: 


"A beautiful, cheerful looking 


day but very warm. I am sitting 
up in bed, with my left 
leg 


bound up and swung above the 
bed. My right (amputated) ly- 
ing on a pillow. Nicholas Kizer, 
Company A, 149th Regiment, 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, sitting 
behind me with his back against 
mine and Mrs. McFarland fan- 
ning me, with Emma on her 
lap and Horace at her side. 


"This is the situation! And 


this is my first attempt to write 
with ink, sitting up. I have 
written a number of letters with, 
a .pencil, on my back, and some 
biographies. Nothing more." 
The next day he made but a 


single entry. "My left leg is dread- 
"ully painful." 


Concern For Regiment 


Wednesday, August 5, 1863: 
"Today George Shively, our ward 


master, and S. Brady Caveny, a 
private in Company "B" came to see 
me. They gave me the first connect- 
ed account of the doings of the 
Regiment at Harrisburg I have re- 
ceived. . . . 


"Late in the evening Captain 


Owens, his fattier and his brother- 
in-law Jos. Brought also visited me 
Dr. Baugher also visited and prayed 
with me. Miss Anne E. Christ also.' 


On August 31, 1863 Mrs. McFar- 


land and her children returned to 
their home. On September 10 Col- 
onel McFarland's entry in his diary 
states that he had decided to leave 
for his home the following week 
although the Doctor had not given 
him permission to leave. Yet, on 
September 16th Colonel McFarland 
did get back to McAlisterville and 
immediately started preparations to 
open the Academy and resume his 
teaching. He conducted his classes 
from his bed, despite the pain o: 
his wounds. He submitted to per- 
iodic removals of pieces of broken 
bone from his left leg, these oper- 
ations sometimes being performed 
by his orderly. Nicholas Kiser. 


Operates On Himself 


The left leg never healed com 


pletely, the recurring inflammations 
eventually contributing materially 
to the illness from which he died. 


On one occasion, after his re- 


moval to Harrisburg, when his leg 
became highly inflamed Colonel Mc- 
Farland operated on himself with a 
sharpened pocket-knife, relieving j 
what had been diagnosed as "in- 
flammatory rheumatism." He got 
about on crutches and with a wood- 
en peg for the right leg, no artificial 
leg of the time being adaptable to 
the irregular stump left by the crude 
war-time amputation. 


Leaving his Academy to a prin- 


cipal Colonel McFarland removed 
to Harrisburg-in 1865 where after-a 
short term in what was then known 
as the state "school department," 
he was placed in charge of the 
"Soldiers' Orphan system." His Mc- 
Alisterville 
Academy became the 


second of ten schools established in 
various parts of Pennsylvania to 
care for the orphans resulting from 
the civil war. 


As the orphan system declined in 


importance Colonel McFarland be- 
came interested in the temperance 
reform movement, having been all 
his life not only an abstainer but a 
vigorous foe of alcohol in all its 
forms. * 


Riverside Nursery 


On April 28, 1876 he brought to 


Harrisburg 
a weekly 
newspaper, 


"The 
Temperance 
Vindicator." 


which he conducted for seven years, 
meanwhile establishing the "River- 
side Nursery'" which was operated 
for many years. It was through the 
combination of the newspaper and 
the nursery that his son. Dr. J. Hor- 
ace McFarland, came to be a print- 
er, publisher and a well-known 
horticulturist. Dr. McFarland is an 
authority on roses, and his at- 
tractive and colorful rose gardens 
in Harrisburg are widely known. 


Colonel McFarland's death 
at 


Tallapoosa. Georgia, where he had 
gone for his health occurred in his 
57th year.

The left leg never healed com­ 
pletely, the recurring inflam mations 
eventually contributing materially 
to the illness from which he died. 
On one occasion, after his re­ 
moval to H arrisburg, when his leg 
became highly inflamed Colonel Mc­ 
Farland operated on himself with a 
sharpened 
pocket-knife, 
relieving 
what had been diagnosed as "in­ 
flammatory rheum atism .”

about on crutches and with a wood­ 
en peg for the right leg. no artificial 
leg of the time being adaptable to 
the irregular stum p left by the crude 
war-time am putation. 
Leaving his Academy to a prin­ 
cipal Colonel M cFarland removed 
to H arrisburg in 1865 where after a 
short term in w hat was then known 
as the state "school departm ent,” 
he was placed in

"Soldiers’ O rphan system." His Mc­ 
Alisterville 
Academy 
became 
the 
second of ten schools established in 
various parts of Pennsylvania to 
care for the orphans resulting from 
the civil war. 
As the orphan system declined in 
importance Colonel M cFarland be­ 
came interested in the tem perance 
reform movement, having been all 
his life not only an abstainer but a 
vigorous foe of alcohol in all its 
forms. * 
Riverside Nursery 
On April 28, 1876 he brought to 
Harrisburg 
a 
weekly 
newspaper, 
"The 
Tem perance 
Vindicator,” 
which he conducted for seven years, 
meanwhile establishing the "River­ 
side Nursery” which was operated 
for many years. I t was through the 
combination of the newspaper and 
the nursery th a t his son, Dr. J. Hor­ 
ace M cFarland, came to be a print­ 
er, publisher and 
a 
well-known 
horticulturist. Dr. M cFarland Is an 
authority on roses, and his at 
tractive and colorful rose gardens 
in Harrisburg are widely known.

Tallapoosa, Georgia, where he had 
gone for his health occurred In his 
57th year.

Offers Help In 


Situation 


With 2,000 men and women in 


Adams county currently seeking 
jobs or positions better than those 
they now hold, the Gettysburg of- 
fice of the Pennsylvania State Em- 
ployment Service through Its wide 
contacts with both labor and em- 
ployers is seeking to handle an im- 
portant labor problem In agricul- 
tural Adams county with cherry 
picking time furnishing the first big 
test. 


Truman 
B. Thompson, 
acting 


manager of the local Employment 
office, in an interview with a Times 
reporter today declared that coop- 
eration between laborer, employer 
and the employment service and the 
coordination of the needs of the 
•others by that service offer 
sure 


ways of cutting down over-lapping 
and_duplication of effort that costs 
both time and money. 


Mr. Thompson estimated that 


1,000 
persons will find work in the 


cherry orchards of Adams County 
during the first two weeks of July. 
Nearly 500 more will work in cherry 
canneries. 


In preparation for this rush per- 


iod and for those that will follow 
in the vegetable canneries, the or- 
chards and the fruit 
processing 


plants as well as for the steady de- 
mand of agriculture 
for seasonal 


help, the employment service here 
has mailed more than 5,000 letters 
to persons who might possibly be 
available for such work. 


Those letters offered 
choice of 


type, location of work and means 
of transportation to work in all 
parts of the county. Results of that 
survey have been catalogued and 
are constantly available to em- 
ployers seeking lists of employables. 


Important to Defense 


The local office manager pointed 


out that the problem of harvesting 
fruit and other food crops has an 
important place in the national de- 
fense picture. The situation is 
complicated by the higher wages 
paid by some defense industries and 
by the drain on the labor supply 
caused by the Selective Service but 
"the fruit and other crops must and 
shall be harvested by some means.' 
It is not expected that anyone will 
be forced to take an unreasonable 
job or that employers will be forced 
to pay unreasonable wages, he de- 
-clared and pointed to the regula- 
- tion and direction of the labor sup- 
ply as a long step in the righ! 
direction. 


Mr. Thompson has come in daily 


contact for a considerable period o: 
time with employers who will need 
large numbers of workers this sum- 
mer and fall. He finds some of them 
over-optimistic over the effective- 
ness of old methods of gathering 
labor. Tinder the old plan a-^sorker 
would go to three or four orchard- 
ists and secure the promise of sea- 
sonal work but when the time comes 
that man can work for only one o: 
the several he promised, it was 
pointed out. While those workers 
are waiting for those jobs to de- 
velop, they remain stagnant in the 
labor market. 


The employment service offers a 


labor pool into which all workers 
may go with their availability pref- 
erences and qualifications listed. I 
all calls for labor would be made 
through that office, that agency 
would constantly be in touch with 
the complete labor picture and 
would know what calls are being 
made from what directions on the 
labor reservoir. 


Employers would help the general 


situation greatly. Mr. Thompson 
said, if they would refer all persons 
they cannot use to the Emplovmen 
Service and give that 
office the 


names of their employes. Many em- 
ployers are following the growing 
practice of hiring only through the 
-Employment service, he said. 


Mr. Thompson]s_recommendations 


are in line with those made recent- 
ly to all holders of 
TJ. S. defense 


contracts by William S. Knudsen o 
the OPM. He wrote in part: "Al 
employers are urged to use public 
employment offices for the recruit- 
ment 
of workers. No employer 


should attempt by any methods to 
recruit labor from outside his local 
area or engage in any advertising, 
local or otherwise, without first 
consulting with the local public em- 
ployment office as to the necessity 
of such action and as to the meth- 
ods to be employed.~ 


Mr. Knudsen also urged employ- 


ers to seek the services of the pub- 
lic agencies wen in advance of the 
Ume the labor need will exist.

Latest Findings Emphasize That Milk Supplies 


Large Proportion of Essential Food Elements 


T 


HE importance of milk in supply- 
Ing vital nutritive elements to 


both adults and children is graphical- 
ly portrayed in a pamphlet prepared 
In connection with June Dairy Month 
by the Supplee-Wills-Jones Milk 
Company. 
A quart of milk dally, the pamphlet 


reveals, will provide a child 7 to 8 
years old, with the following propor- 
tions of vital food requirements: all of 
the calcium and riboflavin (vitamin 
G or B2); nine-tenths of the phos- 
phorus; one-half of the protein, thia- 
min(B,) and nicotinic acid; one-third 
of the vitamin A, iron and calories, 
and variable amounts of ascorbic 
acid (vitamin C) and vitamin D. A 
pint of milk furnishes a substantial 
amount of these requirements for 
adults. 
Milk, the company points out, in 


addition to being a low-cost food in 
terms of nutritive value, is a leading 
source of farm cash income in this 
state. Larger consumption therefore 
aids both consumers and farmers. 


Daily requirements of these nutri- 


ents were reported to the National 
Nutrition Conference for Defense by 
the Food and Nutrition Committee of 
the National Research Council The 
amounts of the nutrients in milk 
were based on findings of various 
nutrition authorities.

Pennsylvania Weather And 


Crop Report 


(For Week Ended June 24) 


. Temperatures rose throughout the 
past week and the average for the 
state was 70 degrees, about two de- 
grees ahove normal. Extremes re- 
ported were 45 degrees at Kane, Mc- 
Kean County on the 18th and at 
Ridwyay, Elk County on the 19th, 
and 97 degrees at Ephrata, Lancas- 
ter County on the 22d. Tempera- 
tures of 90 degrees and higher were 
common toward the end of the 
week. Most sectional averages were 
about normal, the Plateau and 
Southwest each, reporting " 68 de- 
grees, the Mountains 69 degrees and 
Lake Erie 70 degrees. The South- 
east with an average of 73 degrees 
was the warmest. 


Precipitation occurred quite gen- 


erally at the beginning of the week. 
The average for'the State, .73 inch, 
was about 75 per cent of normal. 
Heaviest amounts were reported in 
the eastern half of the State, Mt. 
Pocono reporting 3.08 inches. Erie 
reported no precipitation. Averages 
varied from unmeasurable amounts 
in the Lake Erie section to 58 inch 
in the Mountains. The Southwest 
reported .49 inch and the Plateau, 
37 inch; while the Southeast had 
an average of .68 inch. 


Thunderstorms were reported by 


many stations on the 17th and 18th. 
with some hail in the higher alti- 
tudes, which did no 
appreciable 


damage. Soil moisture is generally 
adequate for the time being—to 
some localities the rains interrupted 
needed cultivation and did further 
•damage to hay which was curing. 
But the week was generally good for 
farm work and crops made good 
pifcgress. 
Markets are improving 


and optimism prevails. 


Fruit prospects continue 
fair. 


Both sweet and sour cherries are 
generally plentiful. Black raspber- 
ries are at the peak of production 
in the southeastern part of the 
State. ' "Strawberries are movt&g 
from Schuylkill County in volume 
and Pennsylvania huckleberries are 
now appearing on the New York 
market. 


Winter wheat is ripening rapidly. 


Heads are reported well filled and 
the harvest expected to begin with- 
in a week. In some localities three- 
fourths of the barley is already in 
the barn, and good yields are" ex- 
pected. Com did nicely during the 
week. Many fields are spotty and 
there is still some replanting to do. 
The peak of the buckwheat plant- 
ing season is approaching. 


The potato crop has made good 


growth and vines are thrifty. Plant- 
ing is just being completed in some 
of the northern counties. Trans- 
planting of tobacco will shortly 
come to a close. Hays and pastures 
are gaining with the rains. The hay 


harvest is in full swing. The sec- 
ond crop of alfalfa looks very prom- 
ising. 


Vegetables-are in generous supply 


and the growing crops in fair to 
good condition. Asparagus produc- 
tion is rapidly falling off. Some 
early cabbage is now being harvest- 
ed in the northern part of the State 
and the late crop is improving. The 
commercial canning pea harvest is 
well along — yields are 
moderate. 


Tomatoes are doing nicely.

Harrisburg, June 27—The State 


Agricultural Conservation Commit- 
tee reported today that Pennsyl- 
vania's wheat acreage allotment for 


1942 
under the recently approved 


national wheat quota plan would 
be slightly more than 757.000 acres. 


That figure was computed, the 


committee explained, on the basis 
ol 'a national allotment of 7.000,000 
acres, and was presented to county 
committees this week for adoption. 
The national wheat marketing quota 
plan, designed to cut wheat acre- 
age in order to offset low prices due 
to a mounting surplus of grain, was 
approved in a nationwide referen- 
dum among wheat farmers two 
weeks ago, although in Pennsylvania 
the plan was rejected by a nearly 
three to two vote. 


Under the program, the acreage 


allotment is adjusted each year so 
that with the prospective carryover 
crop from the preceding year, it 
will provide wheat enough for nor- 
mal domestic consumption, normal 
exports and at least a 30 per cent 
reserve. At the same time the dan- 
gers of. over-production and conse- 
quent low prices will be remedied. 


329,000,000 Bushel Carryover 


The carryover from the 1940 crop 


amounts nationally to about 3297" 
O'OO.OOO bushels, the state commit- 
tee said, while the 1941 crops is esti- 
mated at 858,000,000 bushels—well 
above the 700,000,000 bushels which 
it estimates the United States will 
consume. Such huge excesses tend 
to depress prices which the farmer 
gets for his wheat, officials ex- \ 
plained. 


All farms on which wheat is pro- 


duced in 1941, except farms having 
a planted wheat acreage of 15 acres 
or less and farms on which the nor- 
mal production of the 1941 acre- 
age -planted in wheat is less than 
200 bushels, are subject to the 
quotas: 


County cornmittees will survey 


farms to their own territory and fix 
a wheat acreage allotment for each. 
So long as the farmer stays within 
this allotment, he may market with- 
out penalty all the wheat he pro- 
duces, plus any old wheat he may 


have carried over from previous 
crops 


Farmers not participating in the 


quota plan or who grow wheat in 
excess of their acreage allotment 
will be subject to a marketing penal- 
ty of 49 cents a bushel when they 
sell their grain. 


Price Index Up 1 Point 


Meantime the State Department 


of Agriculture revealed that the 
index of prices paid Pennsylvania 
fanners for principal agricultural 
products increased one point dur- 
ing the month ended May 15. 


Prices in the state for the month 


included: Bushel wheat. 95 cents; 
coiV 78 cents; oats, 44; barley, 62; 
rye, 
67; buckwheat, 60; potatoes, 


60 cents; apples. 95; eggs, 21.9 cents 
a dozen.

This means 
that women are interested in find- 
ing practical dresses that can stand 
the strain of frequent packing and 
unpacking, in the opinion of Miss 
Mildred L. Adams, county home eco- 
nomics extension representative. 


cottons ana rayons are the ideal 


summer materials because they are 
cool and washable, according to Miss 
Adams. More and more of .these 
fabrics have been processed to with- 
stand creasing. 


For dresses or wash suits there 


are ginghams in checks or small 
plaids, seersuckers — but one with 
not too much crinkle, piques, spun 
rayons, or rayon and cotton mix- 
tures. Cotton voile is cool and comes 
pre-shrunk and crease resistant. 


Some fabrics are naturally more 


or less resistant to creasing, such 
as the cotton laces which look like 
fabrics, eyelet embroidered piques, 


voiles, and batistes. Cotton lace, an 
answer to washable and non-creas- 
ing fabrics, is being revived for 
dresses with or without jackets. In 
dark colors or in pastels, such an 
ensemble answers the question, 
"what to wear for dress-up occa- 
sions." 


Crease-resistant finishes are in- 


tended to be permanent, but the 
method of washing has much to do 
with their lasting qualities. It is 
advisable to launder crease-resistant 
fabrics in lukewarm water and use 
neutral soap. 


If you are going to make dresses, 


keep In mind the ease with which 
they can be packed. 
Are there 


pleats which will be hard to keep 
looking crisp? 


Detachable collars of white or 


color protect the dress as well as 
add a finishing touch, but have a 
thought for the laundering problem 
—immaculate freshness is their 
chief asset. Two or three collars 
that snap on and off may solve the 
problem. 


It i£ never more economical of 


money and time to have a color plan 
than when you travel, reminds Miss 
Adams. A suggestion is to have one 
hat in a color which goes with all 
dresses and handbag and shoes in 
darker shades. Gloves are easily 
_washed, so this is a place for lighter 
color. Beads, pins, clips, and hankies 
add touches of color and interest 
to the costume.
